ONE THOUSAND KILLED 


Awful Siory Related 
by an American 


Soldier 


"One thousand Fillipino 
prison- 
ers shot in platoons over the graves 
they had themselves 
been 
forced 
to dig. 
"A priest, who acted in tho dual 
capacity 
of father 
confessor and 
general, hanged before the slaugh- 
ter of the. prisoners, 
and 
within 
their sight." 
Such 
tiro some 
of the charges 
made by Private J. Bennett Walk 
er, company I Sixth infantry, now 
at Sorsogon, in tho Philippines, 
in 
letters 
to 
his 
father, 
Rev 
Dr. 
Walker, D. I). 
Dr. 
Walker 
is 
a 
special instructor 
at tho Gordon 
Misionary 
Training 
School, 
Boston. 
Private Walker 
enlisted 
t the outbreak 
of tho Spanish 
war and was commonded for brav- 
ery at San Juan Hill. 
The Rev. Dr. Walker has more 
than a dozen of these lotters. 
He 
refuses to make tbem public, how 
ever, as ho says: 
"Tho story 
is 
too fearful. 
My boy 
has written 
to mo as son to father, and 
in 
tho 
faco of tho inquiry now 
going on, 
I fear it 
might 
bring 
him 
into 
trouble with his superiors, 
for the 
present I will read only an oxtract 
from the most recent letter." 
He writes of a ' hyko 
he 
went 
on 
with 
men 
under 
Lieutenant 
Burr. 
Ho writes that tho dotatch- - 
ment went 
to 
lrosin, eighteen 
miles from 
Sorsogon, 
and 
took 
possession 
of 
a bamboo church 
there. 
They 
had 
hardly 
settled 
themselves 
in the 
chinch 
when 
300 
insurgents 
attacked 
them 
armed with bolos and daggers. 
Tho 
insurgents 
were 
routed, 
twelve were killed and two captur 
cd. 
The two prisoners told of the 
location of the iiiburgent army and 
agreed to net as guides. 
The entire command was ordered 
out, tho insurgents taken 
by 
stir 
prise, 3 0 of them killed and l,t 00 
taken prisoners, including a priest 
who was their general 
and father 
confessor, two captains 
and four 
lieutenants 
The priest was called out to tell 
tho insurgents that they had been 
duped 
Ho refused to 
do 
so, 
al- 
though ho was flogged, and 
as 
an 
example, was strung up and a low- 
ed to remain there a week 
so that 
all could sco. 
They wore so superstitious 
and 
such lanaticfe that tho thought 
of 
liberating them could not 
bo 
en- 
tertained. 
To keep them prison 


ors-woul-d 
necessitate 
tho placing 
of soldiers on short rations, if not 
starving them. 
There was nothing to do but 
to 
kill them. 
This 
was 
done 
by 
squads. 
Every 
morning 
throe 
squad3 nf twenty 
men 
cach 
were 
sent out under guard. 
They were 
taken a mile or so inland and then 
furnished 
pick 
and shovels and 
started to work 
'When thoy had 
dug 
trench 
fivo 
feet" deep 
thoy 
were told to stand 
up 
in it. 
The 
picks 
and 
shovels 
were taken 
away. 
A 
bullet 
for each 
man 
ended his agony, and ho lay dead 
in tho grave ho had dug. 
In 
this 
fashion tbo entire 
thousand 
were 
put out of the way of harm. 
While thoso measures may soera 
exceedingly 
crulo 
to us, said the 
Rev. Dr. Walker, ray son tells mo 
they aro absolutely 
necessary 
for 
tho preservation 
of tho American 
soldiers.

somoyoung.mon. 
When in about 
ten feet of water 
.Miss 
Waleh 
let 
go of the boat and immediately 
sank. 
She came to the surface and 
sank again. 
John Alexander, who 
is an expert 
swimmer, 
saw 
what 
had 
happened 
and 
itnniediatly 
wc.nt lo her assistance. 
W hen 
he 
reached her she was half drowned 
and grabbed him around the neck. 
John did 
his 
best to get her to 
shallow 
water 
but her struggles 
made it a 
difli.-ul- t 
.task, 
both 
of 
of them 
going 
under 
the water 
several times, but at the timo 
Mr. 
Alexander 
was 
about exhausted 
George 
Hoyd 
reached 
them and 
after a hard struggle tho three got

It took

15 minutes to restore
